WEIMAR, Feb. 18. (Delayed)—The 
real revolution threatens to break out 
in Germany at any hour. 
This im­ 
minent upheaval is not political but 
economic and it ia being organized by 
the workmen themselves. 
For tho past three days delegates 
from the workers’ council of the Es- 
sen region have been serving ulti­ 
matums on the new German cabinet, 
insisting upon socialization of indust­ 
ries, minimum wages higher than the 
present maximum, recognition of alf 
workmen’s councils and abolition of 
capitalism. 
The 
workers’ program 
borders on communism but they have 
declared against violent methods, “un­ 
less absolutely necessary.” 
More than half the cabinet mem­ 
bers are devoting their entire time to 
dealing with the workm en’s rep re­ 
sentatives. who are headed by Theo­ 
dore 
Will, 
of 
Essen. 
Chancellor 
Scheidemann is attem pting to com-! 
promise, promising socialization “as 
soon as possible.’’

The men are 
operating under a gentlem en’s agree­ 
ment, with those riding 
In 
the cars 
voluntarily paying a part of the oper­ 
ating costs. 
The com plainant is City 
M arshal Sam Jernlgan, and in his tes­ 
tim ony today he stated that A. B. W at­ 
son of the Crown Stage had called his 
attention to operation of the cars, and 
th at after he had caused an investiga­ 
tion to be made and found, th at the 
men were operating in violation of the 
city ordinance, he, as an officer of the 
city, caused the com plaints to be is­ 
sued. 
Testim ony of w itnesses called by the 
plaintiff, all of whom were men who 
had enjoyed the privilege of riding 
with friends under arrest, was to the 
effect that it cost them about $3 per 
week for the six round trips to Long 
Beach.

eral b itter political battles since thdt 
time. 
By many critics he is given 
equal credit with Marshal Foch 
for 
the Allied victory. 
He is popularly 
known as "The Tiger” and has lived 
up to that nam e during 
the 
peace 
conference. 
"The T iger” was born in 1841 dur­ 
ing the reign of Louis Phillippe. He 
becam e a fighting Republican during 
Napoleon Ill’s reign. 
As a boy he 
preached 
republican­ 
ism to the peasants about his birth­ 
place in Vendee, southwestern France, 
which was then a royalist center. He 
was often greeted w-ith pitchforks. 
After studying medicine Clemenceau 
went to England and 
later 
to 
the 
United States, where he visited many 
cities 
of 
im portance 
and 
studied 
American 
institutions. 
He 
speaks 
English fluently. 
Clemenceau. returning 
to France. 
was mayor of M ontm arte at 30. Then 
he was elected to the 
Chamber 
of 
Deputies. 
An 
anti-im perialist, 
he 
there fought France’s participation in 
the British Egyptian campaign. 
He 
was accused cf taking British gold for 
letting England have a free hand and 
lost his seat in the chamber. 
For ten years Clemenceau’s adver­ 
saries thought him 
politically 
dead 
but he was m erely preparing for 
re­ 
entry into the arena. 
He founded two 
or three new spapers, 
wrote 
several 
books and then quite suddenly "came 
hack.” This tim e ho was elected to 
the Senate. 
Clemenceau was prem ier 
at 
the 
time of the Casa Blanca 
affair 
be­ 
tween France and Germany when for 
a time war appeared to he inevitable. 
Germany had insisted on an apology 
from France and the latter, as Ger­ 
many and everybody knew, was in no 
position for 
war. 
But 
Clemenceau 
sent back thifj message: 
"Tell them there will he no apolo­ 
gy.” 
And there was none. 
The prem ier met with but one seri­ 
ous defeat in politics aud 
that 
was 
adm inistered by President Pbincare. 
It is said Clemenceau will never for­ 
give Poincare for winning the presi­ 
dency over the Clemenceau candidate, 
M. I’ams. 
After the peace preliminaries 
got 
under way, Clemenceau 
created 
an 
apparently em barrassing situation by 
telling the Cham ber of Deputies 
he 
was in favor of retention of the "bal- 
ance of power” system at 
precisely 
the same tim e President Wilson 
was 
telling the British in Manchester the 
"balance of power” must give way to 
the League of Nations. 
It has since 
developed that 
Clemenceau 
merely 
wa* seeking to obtain guarantees for 
France’s future security against ag­ 
gression.

A SIX-HOUR DAY. 


British labor, on the whole, behaved 
very well during the war. 
It behaved 
very well in the national election that 
followed the armistice^ refusing to 
SIVB any support to the menacing Bol­ 
shevist movement. 
Its recent con­ 
coct, therefore, is somewhat surpris­ 
ing. 
There has been an epidemic of 
big strikes, and in many of the strikes 
the men have made demands which. 
to most Americans, seem obviously 
unreasonable. 
Th© Miner’s Federation, for exam­ 
ple, demands a 30 per cent wage in­ 
crease and, along with it, a reduction 
of the working day to six hours, refus­ 
ing a compromise offer made by the 
government. 
Possibly those miners deserve 30 
per cent more wages. 
But what rea­ 
sonable man, considering the present 
state of affairs in the coal industry 
and the industrial world generally, 
can pronounce them justified in ask­ 
ing for a six-hour day ? 
Nearly everybody, no doubt, would 
like to work only six hours a day. But 
how many people do, in England or 
America or anywhere else? 
How 
many coal-mine m anagers and clerks 
get through in six hours? 
How many 
merchants * and 
factory-owners 
and 
bankers and doctors and lawyers and 
public officials finish their day’s work 
in six hours? 
How many farm ers? 
How many housewives? 
If six hours were to be the rule, it 
would be only fair to apply it univers­ 
ally. 
Perhaps we shall, some day. 
But that day is yet distant. Certainly 
this is a most inopportune time to 
start it, when the whole world is short 
of necessary commodities as a Tesult 
of a destructive war. 
Everybody has 
got to work harder and produce more, 
if the needs are to be met. 
There is a particular deficit in the 
cool industry 
AH Europe Is clamor­ 
ing for coal, for the restoration of its 
industries. 
And yet those miners 
want to work only six hours a day! 


Supreme Court of tho United States 
that tho guaranty of tho Constitution' 
that liberty and property could not be 
taken from any person without due 
process of law, did not prevent the 
legislative power from protecting the 
morals or health of the community 
from the evils of intoxicating liquors 
by prohibition of the manufacture or 
sale of liquor, and that without any 
compensation for losses incident to 
the ending of the business or of the 
use of property for the purpose. 
On the whole, it is tl^e duty of all 
loyal citizens to urge and demand the 
passage of reasonable but effective 
laws, to obey the laws them selves and 
to insist upon their enforcem ent, no 
m atter w hat they thought of the 
am endm ent before its adoption. 
If, 
after a decade’s trial, the change 
proves a failure and some other rem 
edy for the drink evil seems wiser and 
better, we m ust count on the A mer! 
can people, who have no obstinate 
pride of opinion, to retrace their steps 
and try again. 
But meantime enforce 
the amendment, which is the law of 
the land.—Hon. William Howard Taft, 
in The Public Ledger. 


MOST ANY HOME THESE DAYS 


INTERVENTION IN RUSSIA 


The Russian problem, which has 
been making trouble a t the peace con­ 
ference, lately, may be reduced to a 
fairly simple statem ent. 
France has long favored interven­ 
tion as the best way to restore order 
in Russia and prevent Germany from 
getting control. 
But France has not 
felt equal to sending an army herself. 
G reat Britain has been inclined to 
to le ra te the idea of intervention, if it 
seemed advisable, but she has real­ 
ized, even better than the French 
have, what a big task it would be. 
and has not felt like sparing the men 
and money demanded. 
Italy has not seemed much inter­ 
ested in the m atter. 
Japan might be 
willing to lend an arm y for the pur­ 
pose, if sufficiently airged and prom­ 
ised suitable com pensations, but the 
other Allies have not cared to urge 
her. 
Generally speaking, then, the world 
paw ers have been willing to send an 
arm y to straighten out Russia—if the 
U nited States would supply the army. 
But neither President Wilson nor the 
American congress nor the American 
people show any inclination to under­ 
take the job. 
This general disposition to shirk an 
unpleasant task is strengthened by 
the tact that the Bolshevist govern­ 
m ent has grown much stronger, and is 
behaving itself more respectably. 
So 
the peace conference may decline to 
make the best of a bad mess by com­ 
promising with a half-reformed devil, 
leaving Russia to work out her own 
salvation by the modified Bolshevist 
process if she wants to. 


WANTED A NEW FUEL 


There m ust be increased production 
of gasoline from available petroleum, 
or there m ust be discovered a new 
source of supply, says Dr. Joseph E. 
Pogue of the federal Bureau of Oil 
Conservation 
Unless som ething is 
done to improve the situation very 
soon, he says, motor gas may go to 60 
cents a gallon. 
The num ber of gas engines is in­ 
creasing rapidly. 
Their uses are be­ 
coming more varied. 
So far, nothing 
in advance of the gas engine has been 
thought of for the driving of airplanes. 
Yet manifestly, here is w here the new' 
discovery is most needed. 
In Kip­ 
ling’s “With the Night MaiL** written 
over a decade ago, he takes for grant­ 
ed a new fuel and a new gas. 
Any new invention m ust at first 
m ake use of the means at hand. 
The 
first automobiles were steam-driven, 
because the uses of steam engines 
were understood. 
As the horseless 
oar showed signs of becoming prac­ 
tical, a better means of driving it was 
found in the gas engine. 
The airplane, still in infancy, makes 
use of the gas engine. 
But possibly 
it cannot develop to m ature effective­ 
ness without a fuel better suited to 
its needs than gasoline. 
W ith increased production to take 
care of the demand for automobiles, 
and with the new fuel entirely remov­ 
ing the airplane demand for gasoline, 
there would be hope for better, swift­ 
er and more comfortable transporta­ 
tion. 
Many minds are working on the 
problem of the new fuel- 
Who will be 
the first to draw it from the universal 
storehouse?

One thing worth rem em bering in all 
this peace conference business is, that 
possibly—quite possibly—the sta te s­ 
men assembled at Paris know what 
they’re doing. 
They may even know 
more about it than the United States 
congress or the Corners Peace Coun­ 
cil gathered at the general store, or 
the diplomats assembled in the smok­ 
ing room, or the oracles settling the 
fate of em pires over the penny ante 
game. 
The delegates at the conference are 
intelligent men, with large experience 
in public affairs. They represent the 
views of their own countries, and they 
have the immense advantage of inter­ 
changing views with the representa­ 
tives of all the other countries. They 
are living and working near the actual 
scene of the war and in the very 
center of things. 
Every delegation is 
accompanied by experts qualified to 
advise it regarding any m atter of war 
or economics or geography or history 
or anything else connected with the 
peace discussion. 
Every delegation 
has imm ediate access to exhaustive 
inform ation covering any point that 
may arise. 


It m ust be disheartening at times, 
to those peace delegates, to read the 
airy, superficial pronouncem ents de­ 
livered by statesm en back home con­ 
cerning big and complex m atters on 
which the delegates them selves, a 
hundred tim es as well informed, are 
slow to pronounce judgm ent.

We were in the air for over two 
hours and circled over 
Calais,

kerque, Nieuport, Westende, Blanken- 
berg, Ostend 
and 
Zeebrugge. 
Then 
we flew over Holland and over Bruges. 
It was a very interesting experience 
and one that I will never forget. 
“We left the station at 1 2 and soar­ 
ed over Calais at BODO feet. 
We rpade 
the altitude in less than fifteen min­ 
utes. 
We could easily see the numer­

producing most of the fruit. 
Many oi 
these big, fine looking, thrifty shade 
tree lemons did not have a single fruit 
last year. 
One sixty-acre, old orange 
orchard which is well located on fine 
soil has paid hardly at all. and was 
found on examination to be made up 
largely of off-types. The Navels were 
nearly all Australians of the poorest 
type, and many of tL* Valencias bore 
very small fruits, m any with climeri- 
cal sectors. 
The Farm Advisor is iii a position 
to see so many of these sad cases that J 
he is tremendously im pressed with the 
value of exceedingly great care In bud 
selection in growing nursery stock. He 
would not plant an orchard of his own 
unless he knew positively that the 
m other trees from which

to spend ?1S7,000.000 for the

purpose. Whether it is for good health, 
preparedness, religion, or social uplift, 
good roads are essential 
and 
funda­ 
mental. 
Good Roads Prevent Disease 
Did it ever occur to you that the 
attack of grip you are just recovering 
from, that cold you have just caught, 
might have been averted by a good 
road? 
Did you ever think that our 
tuburcular population and our insane 
would decrease as good 
roads 
in­ 
crease? 
The bridge between good roads and 
good health may seem a long one to 
the casual observer. 
To be convinced 
of the close, the almost vital relation, 
one has only to glance over the slate 
of the health boards, first in a good 
road town, then in a bad road 
town, 
to see which is the cleaner. 
In both 
the prevalent diseases may be the 
same, but here the resemblance ends 
Given the same density of popula­ 
tion. the town with the better roads 
has the smallest percentage of dis­ 
ease and deaths. When statistics show 
this is almost invariably the case, 
there must be some connection be­ 
tween good roads and health. 
It re­ 
mains to show that this connection is 
a close one. 
Good Roads and P-ogressive Spirit 
It is true that a town with good 
roads is a progressive town 
with 
a 
health board that is correspondingly 
well formed and alert, but it is also 
true that good roads 
have 
directly 
contributed to the progressive spirit. 
They have brought more people to 
the town. 
They have helped widen 
its industries, and have 
raised 
tile 
value of its real estate. 
In short, money has rolled in over 
♦heir well-kept surfaces. 
Through 
them the town has become wealthier 
and wiser, and better health protec 
Hon Is a natural result. 
The Dust Problem 
This, however, is only one of the 
indirect ways whereby 
good 
roads 
contribute to the health of any com­ 
munity. 
Where there,Is a good road 
there is an absence of dust, and it is 
impossible to deny the importance o‘ 
dust in the spreading of almost every 
sort of disease. 
In a dusty road over which every­ 
one passes daily, a huge contagious 
colony of germs is bound to become 
flamed, needing only a gust of wind 
to spread a score of infections over e 
large radius. 
The summer, and more particular 
iv the dry times of autumn and winter 
become seasons of grip, 
colds, 
am* 
other more serious maladies. Here and 
there strange epidemics of diphtheria 
scarlet fever and throat diseases crop 
up. seemingly from nowhere, but in­ 
vestigation traces their origin to the 
dusty thoroughfares running through 
the locality. 
Where the road is hard, and well fin 
ished 
with a hard smooth surface 
and sloping from the “crown-’ or cen 
ter. into well kept gutters on either 
side. it becomes almost as hard for 
dust to lodge there as on the white 
surface of enameled iron work. 
While on a dirt road, a rain storm 
only lays the dust for the space of a 
few hours, tile same rain washes it 
completely off a hard finished road 
No dust will rise behind the passing 
automobile and into the houses that 
line the roadway, for a really goon 
road is a prophylactic thing, always 
clean and pleasant. 
Emergency Cases 
But a good road means still more 
than this. 
It means speedy relief in 
case of emergency, ba the emergency 
tire, or sickness, or war. No matter 
how heavy the rainfall there will be 
nu mud between the doctor and hi* 
patient. 
" ’hen speed is the paramount neces 
•ity. as it so often is in any doctor’s 
experience, there will be nothing to 
delay him 
The road becomes as es 
cer.tial to medical efficiency as tlie 
, makes I in()tor ambulance aud the modern op 
J crating room. 
1 his is what a good road does at 
once for any community, does perma 
neatly and efficiently as long as the 
road continues good, but in the course 
of time it works Us greatest, most 
marked and surprising result. 
That 
one finds in the good spirits and the 
rlcrtnoss of the people who live be 
6ide it. 
The Healthy Community 
A community to be wholly healthy 
must not he a ’ queer” community. It 
must take a sane interest in its busi 
ness, and th© relation of its business 
to the outside world. 
It must mix 
with other pcoplo besides its own im 
med'ate neighbors. It must travel, for 
a mile or so. at least, beyond ifs own 
boundaries. 
In other words, it must 
“come out of itself,” and to do this, it 
must look to its roads. Over the roads 
the communities ebb and flow, trade 
and Visit. 
Where the roads are heavy, narrow, 
muddy and impassable, 
...........— -nity 
becomes segregated; a quiet, back­ 
water, quaint, but useless in our na 
tional progress, and sometimes queer 
and dangerous. 
Like the dust of the bad road, it be­ 
comes the breeding place of insanity 
and perversion, a cancerous and vexed 
spot of mental ills and moral conta­ 
gion that spreads as rapidly and leaves 
as sanguinary efleets as any of the epi­ 
demics known to medicine. 
Sick Country Towns 
Much is being written now about 
the “sick country towns” and how to 
cure them. Most of us have seen such 
towns as these, some sicker than oth­ 
ers. They are situated in the rut roads 
of the mountains, or in counties fa­ 
mous far their lack of road improve- 


wardncss would disappear as it would 
in tile southern mountains, 
or 
any­ 
where else where communities have 
settled down Into a slough of despond, 
or at least into a century of coma. 
These are some of the reasons why 
a town with a good road is a health­ 
ful town. 
It is a safer town, because 
it is cleaner. 
Its communications be­ 
ing better, aid is quicker to reach its 
sick. 
It is cleaner and more alert 
mentally, because it sees what is go­ 
ing on about it. Before we huild more 
hospitals, it would be well to have 
good roads leading to those we have. 
Roads a C ivilizer 
Before we spend more money on 
“civilising” sparsely settled districts. 
we might see whether a good road run­ 
ning through them would not do Hie 
civilising for us. 
Before increasing 
the endowment of the health board, it 
would often be better to listen to the 
pleas of the road commissions, for we 
will not have good health everywhere 
without 
having 
first 
‘ good 
roads 
everywhere.”

More than that, die established 
breeder, to safeguard the health of his 
herd and meet the increasing demand 
for healthy stock, should use every 
means at hand to maintain a nerd 
known to be healthy. 
Government Asks Co-opcraticn 
The Dairy Division, 
United States 
Department of Agriculture, co-operat­ 
ing with the Tuberculosis Eradication 
Division, is ready to assist members 
of cow testing and bull associations in 
controlling infectious diseases among 
their animals. This assistance is ren­ 
dered free In associations where nu m- 
bers request it and who will co-oper­ 
ate with the Bureau of Animal Indus­ 
try Nk maintaining healthy herds. 
In several co-testing and bull associ­ 
ations the members haver already ac­ 
cepted Federal assistance and report 
good results. Practically all members 
submit their herds to the tuberculosis- 
free communities, which are expected 


to eventually grow to counties, then 
to states, and finally the entire United 
States may be freed from bovine tu­ 
berculosis. 
Accredlted-Herd Lists Stimulate Sales 
Accredited-herd lists will be issued 
at suitable intervals. 
These lists con­ 
tain the names and addresses of own­ 
ers, aud a statement of the breed of 
cattle maintained by I hose owners 
whose herds are found to be free from 
tuberculosis. 
Already approximately .70.000 copies 
of the first list have been distributed 
among breeders, State officials, exten 
sion 
men, 
breed 
associations 
und 
others. Breeders whose names appear 
on this list state that as a result they 
have 
received 
numerous 
inquiries 
from prospective 
purchasers, 
some 
buyers even desiring to purchase the 
entire herd. 
Certain communities have become 
unfavorably conspicuous for the large 
number of tuberculosis cattle found 
in them, and purchasers of cattle both 
foi breeding and slaughtering purposes 
are shunning those sections. 
On the 
other hand, when sections become 
noted for their healthy cattle, buyers 
obviously will seek animals from the 
breeders in such tuberculosis-free lo­ 
calities.
